The method empioyed by the thieves 
was such that it was possible for them 
to continue their operations unde- 
tected for a long period. When a sub- 
seriber received a bill for a quarter 
due, or past due, he either paid in 
cash or by cheque. It would appear 
that all those who paid in cash were 
useless to the thieves, Cheques made 


the work of rubbery easy. When 
a cheque is received in the mail, the 
clerk, it is believed, took the cheque 
and cashed it at the cash drawer, 
If the cheque was for five dollars, 
he would put the cheque in the 
drawer and take out five dollars in 


cash. In this way the cash for the 
day was balanced up, No record was 
put down anywhere of the cheque re- 
ceived. The cheque was deposited by 
the department in the ordinary course 
of business and was marked, paid by 
the bank, Within a few days, the 
man who sent the cheque, would get 
it returned from his bank, marked 
paid, This, as is often the case, was 
acepted as a receipt. But the books 


of the department showed no record 
of this payment. In this way the 
thieves weer able to escape detection 


by the auditor. 
To Mlustrate. 

Suppose that Mr. Brown and Mr. 
Smith both paid their telephone billls 
on the same day. Mr. Brown went 
to the department and paid five dol- 
lars for the quarter in cash. He re- 
celved a receipt and went away. The 
clerk put the five dollars in the cash 
drawer, 

A few minutes later a letter might 
come from Mr. Smith, enclosing a 
cheque for five doMars. The clerk, in- 
stead of entering this cheque in the 
books, writing out a receipt and mail- 
ing it to Mr. Smith, simply put the 
cheque in the cash drawer, and took 
out five dollars in cash. 

Now, when the cash in the drawer 
was checked up at night with the 


as received during the day, it would 
In‘ other words, Mr. Smith's 
was paying for Mr. Brown's 
bills. Ms, Brown had a receipt and 
so he would be entered on the books 
as paid up, while the books would 
show that Mr. Smith was in arrears. 

This process must have been 
peated hundreds of times, 
thieves to get away with the sum of 
money they are believed to have se- 
cured.

Thefts Believed to Be Work of Employes] 
Who Have Held Positions of Confidence 
for Years—Defalcations Discovered When 
Superintendent Caldwell Sends ‘*Cut-Out” 

to Subscribers Supposed to Be
